Alſo the Clergy within the County of Tiacolu are defired to bring 
with them, in writing, a note of all ſuch Coats of Armes as are in 
the Church windows, and of all ſuch Monuments, Graveſtones, and 
Inſcriptions, whether of ancient or later times, as are yet re- 
maining in their ſeveral reſpeRive Churches or Chappels , or. the. 
Chancels thereof.
